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Rapture of the 


Church and 
Saints

The word “rapture” means to trans- 
port, or to take out. 1 Thess. 4:15, 
“For this we say unto you by the word 
of the Lord, that we which are alive 
and remain unto the coming of the 
Lord shall not prevent them which 
are asleep.” 

1 Thess. 4:16, 17, “For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: then 
we which are alive and remain shall 
be caught up together with them in 
the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” 

2 Thess. 2:1, “Now we beseech you, 
brethren, by the coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and by our gathering to- 
gether unto him.” 

The transporting of the Church 
does not mean the second coming of 
our Lord to earth. At the rapture, He 
does not come to the earth. We meet 
Him in the air, and the gathering to- 
gether unto Him in the air should 
never be called the second coming of 
Christ. The purpose of the rapture is 
to receive unto Himself those who know 
Him. Eph. 5:27, “That he might pre- 
sent it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot, or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.” 

We often hear people ask, “Who will 
go up in the rapture?” Let the Bible 
answer the question. 1 Cor. 15:23, “But 
every man in his own order: Christ 
the firstfruits; afterward they that 
are Christ’s at his coming.” You must 
be in Christ to meet Him in the air, 1 
Thess. 4:16; be walking in the light, 
1 John 1:7; be in the body of Christ, 
1 Cor. 12:13. Eph. 1:22, 23, “And hath 
put all things under his feet, and gave 
him to be the head over all things to 
the church, which is his body, the 
fulness of him that filleth all in all.” 
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Lift up pour eyes to thechille” 


Christ said very little about the 
rapture. John 14:1-3, “Let not your 
heart be troubled: ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. In my Father’s 
house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” 

Paul, in his day, was looking for the 
rapture. “We ourselves groan within 
ourselves, waiting for the adoption, 
to wit, the redemption of the body.... 
For in this we groan, earnestly desiring 
to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven. . For our 
conversation is in heaven; from 
whence also we look for the Saviour... 
we which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord .... When 
Christ, who is our life, shall appear... 
Looking for the blessed hope,” Rom. 
8:23; 2 Cor. 5:2; Phil. 3:20; 1 Thess. 
4:15; Col. 3:4; Titus 2:13. 

2 Thess. 2:1-9, “Now we beseech

Christ is at hand. Let no man deceive 
you by any means: for that day shall 
not come except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition; who op- 
poseth and exalteth himself above all 
that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped; so that he as God sitteth in 
the temple of God, shewing himself 
that he is God. Remember ye not, that, 
when I was yet with you, I told you 
these things? And now ye know what 
withholdeth that he might be revealed 
in his time. For the mystery of iniquity 
doth already work: only he who now 
letteth will let, until he be taken out of 
the way. And then shall that Wicked 
be revealed, whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, 
and shall destroy with the brightness 
of his coming: even him, whose com- 
ing is after the working of Satan with 
all power and signs and lying won- 
ders.” 

The antichrist cannot reveal him- 
self until the Church is raptured, be- 
cause the Church hinders his reveal- 
ing himself. The word “he” in 2 Thess. 
2:7 is the Church. It is not the gov- 
ernments of our good nations, that 
is keeping the antichrist from work- 
ing; it is the believers in Christ. So it 
will pay us to be in Christ at all times, 
and meet Him in the air. Amen.

RELIGIOUS BROADCASTING 

In recent years, religious broadcasting has come into ill 
repute with many radio station operators. The complaint 
generally is, our programs are inferior, and some, we ad- 
mit, are not so good, but in comparison with various pro- 
grams we hear throughout the country, I’m sure religious 
programs certainly are on par and have a definite lead on 
hundreds of other programs. 

The radio stations secure their license to operate from 
the Federal Communications Commission, to which they 
agree to “operate in the public interest, convenience, or 
necessity,” therefore the stations will not come out openly 
and oppose the churches, but too often there is pressure 
and plenty of it from the high-powered liquor industries 
who threaten to withdraw their advertising, if certain 
types of programs are not discontinued. The pressure 
groups generally approach the management in the “inter- 
est of better programming.”

We need definite planning of better programs and bet- 
ter co-operation among the different churches so that we 
can stand together.

Luke 8:43-48. 


This world today is sick, like the 
woman in the Scripture mentioned 
above, and this world is doing much 
the same thing, spending all on many 
physicians; namely, Dr. Atlantic 
Charter, Dr. United Nations’ Meeting, 
Dr. Big Four Ministers’ Meeting, and, 
like the woman of our Scripture, this 
world is rather growing worse.

He had such a se- 
vere pain in his right side that he 
could not sleep, lie in the bed, sit 
up, or walk without severe suffering. 
I said, “Do you want to trust the Lord, 
have a doctor, or go to one?” He said 
he desired to go to a doctor, so we 
went, We stopped a cab and went to 
the big John Hopkins Hospital. After 
paying for an examination, my boy 
was hurried to a room and made ready 
for the doctor. While I sat by his bed- 
side, the devil fought me, telling me of 
the big bill this would bring’ me, a 
penniless preacher. I said, “O.K., devil, 
let it come. I have gone my limit, let 
it come.” Upon that thought, my boy 
said to me, “Daddy, Jesus healed me.” 
Praise God, it was so! Right there in 
that big hospital, God’s Christ healed, 
and up to this day that healing holds 
good. 

There is the greater healing that our 
Christ can do—the healing of your 
broken life. Have you been bitten by 
the serpent of sin, and is your spiritual 
lifeblood poisoned beyond cure? Have 
you also tried everything and, like the 
woman, are no better but all the 
worse? Then COME TO JESUS. Come 
just like you are. Come believing. Come 
receiving Jesus Christ as God’s answer 
to your ills. 

AND HE WILL HEAL 

Has life lost its meaning and pur- 
pose to you? Have you the issue of sin 
in your life, and has your resolve and 
reform failed you? Is the issue of sin 
one of stanch in your life? Then come 
to God’s Christ—God’s healing Christ. 
He has a sure cure for you. He that 
cometh to Him He will in nowise turn 


away. Come with all your soul’s need; 
bring yourself to Him; lay your hand 
on His garment; touch Him by faith. 


A TRUE CASE 
While pastoring in Pennsylvania 
many years ago, I became pastor of 
one of the dearest Christian mothers 
I ever met, It will be a great meeting

when we all get to heaven and see 
again these happy holy saints of such 
great experiences. 

This sister’s lot was one of many 
trials, one of real cross-bearing. Her 
husband, then unsaved, brought her 
much sorrow and heartache. Drink 
had ruined him, brought poverty into 
the home—no love, no bread, no 
clothes, no home; nothing but sin, 
shame, sorrow and hell. Death had 
been a regular caller at the home, as 
oft as you have fingers on your hands, 
until the large family had been re- 
duced to a lonely mother and three 
children. So severe was her grief that 
it turned her black hair white over- 
night. 

But one night this sinner man got 
to God. It happened this way. After 
he had beaten his wife, he made his 
way down the streets into a hall, 
which at one time had been a bar- 
room, but had at this time been 
changed from a beer house to a holi- 
ness mission. Thank God for these 
holiness people who opened the house

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Matt. 8:16, 17, “When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many 
that were possessed with devils: and 
he cast out the spirits with his word, 
and healed all that were sick: That it 
might be fulfilled which was spoken 
by Esaias the prophet, saying, Him- 
self took our infirmities, and bare our 
sicknesses.” | 

Many of God’s people suffer need- 
lessly because they have not been 
taught divine healing. Others who 
have been told, do not understand how 
to trust the Lord for their healing be- 
cause they do not know how He pro- 
vided for it. They do not realize that 
He bore their sicknesses as well as 
their sins. I want it understood that 
I think doctors are doing a very com- 
mendable work and should be well re- 
spected the same as any others who 
devote their lives to the benefit of 
humanity. They sacrifice in considera- 
tion of others, save lives, and relieve 
the suffering. I believe God gave them 
their talent and without Him they 
‘could do nothing. Their treatments, 
surgical operations, and medicines 
could do no good without the healing 
process provided by nature, which 
comes from God. I hope to help you 
understand by the scripture verses 
written in this article, that God has 
provided a different and better way 
for the healing of His own people. The 
question is asked, “Why did God give 
this talent to doctors and supply the 
medicines to be used?” My answer 
would be, “For the benefit of weak 
Christians who do not know how to 
trust Christ for their healing, and for 
sinners who do not know God, or of 
His provisions for soul and body.” 

The love and mercy of God is great. 
He causes the rain to come down and 
the sun to shine upon the wicked as 
well as the righteous. All good things 
come from God, and He has made 
many provisions for the unrighteous. 

Some say the gift of healing, of 
which we read in 1 Cor. 12:9, 28, means 
the talent which doctors have. Notice, 
that the gift is numbered among the 
nine gifts given by the Holy Spirit, and

that it is set in the church by God. The 
scriptures should be our source of in- 
formation and not just man’s reason- 
ing. We see, then, that the gift of 
healing has the distinction of being 
set in the church, but all doctors are 
not in the church. Also notice how this 
gift was used by the disciples of Christ, 
Acts 3:6-8; 9:32-34; 14:8-10; Mark 6: 
13. This was the type of healing for 
which Christ suffered. It was not 
necessary that He should receive 
stripes on His back so that doctors 
could learn how to treat the sick. 
Many accept the fact that Christ bore 
their sins, and trust Him with them, 
and though it is written that He bore 
their sicknesses, they do-not trust Him 
with them. We read in Isa. 53:5, also 
1 Peter 2:24, that He suffered on the 
cross for our sins, and suffered stripes 
on His back for our healing. Some say 
that means healing for our souls, but 
we read in Matt. 8:17, that He bare our 
sicknesses; Psalm 103:3, He “forgiveth 
all thine iniquities; who healeth all 
thy diseases”; James 5:14, 15, that if 
we are sick we should send for the el- 
ders of the church to pray for us and 
the Lord shall raise us up. Are we to 
believe that Christ went through that 
extra suffering in vain? Should we not 
accept the benefit of that for which 
He was so cruelly tortured? If we can 
believe that He bore our sins, can we 
not also believe that He bore our sick- 
nesses when it is written in the Bible 
equally as plain? 

Someone said that people had to be 
healed through prayer in those days 
because they didn’t have physicians, 
but we read in 2 Chronicles 16:12 
where Asa, king of Judah, was dis- 
eased in his feet and sought not to the 
Lord, but to the physicians, and he 
died. 

Matt. 10:1 reads that Christ gave to 
His twelve disciples power to heal all 
sickness and disease. We read of the 
miraculous healings which they did in 
the name of Jesus. Some believe the 
power was only for those particular 
disciples, but we read in Luke 10:1-9 
that He sent forth seventy more with 
the same power, and in Mark 16:17, 18 


that believers would also heal the 
sick. 

Knowing that the gift is set in the 
church, and the church is still in ex- 
istence, also that believers would be 
able to heal the sick, and believers are 
still in existence, should we not ex- 
pect divine healing to be manifest 
among God’s people? 

We not only have the Bible and 
historical record of this accomplish- 
ment, but also living witnesses of it 
today. 

You may have read an article in 
the newspaper written with the in- 
tent to ridicule trust in divine healing, 
such as: A certain person died lacking 
medical care, having only prayer. 
However, you never read in the news- 
paper that many die, having only the 
care of a physician, and failing to obey 
the Bible according to James 5:14, 15 
to call for the elders of the church to 
pray that the Lord may heal them. 
Why did Christ bare our sicknesses if 
we are not to trust Him with them? 
Should we ignore that part of His 
suffering? 

The world wants to know why, if 
this is true, they don’t see it accom- 
plished oftener. They do not study the 
Word of God nor mingle among His 
people in the house of worship. There- 
fore, they are in darkness concerning 
these things. Sometimes affliction is 
allowed that God may receive glory 
from it. John 9:1-3, “And as Jesus 
passed by, he saw a man which was 
blind from his birth, And his disciples 
asked him, saying, Master, who did 
sin, this man, or his parents, that he 
was born blind? Jesus answered, 
Neither hath this man sinned, nor his 
parents: but that the works of God 
should be made manifest in him.” 

Psalms 34:19, “Many are the afflic- 
tions of the righteous: but the Lord 
delivereth him out of them all.” One 
reason divine healing is not manifest 
in a greater way is because of unbe- 
lief, and sometimes it requires prayer 
with fasting. Read Matt. 17:15-21. 

Unbelief is hindering the blessings 
of God, and His people suffer because 
of it. Christians, we must continue in 
prayer and consecration and become 
wholly yielded to the Lord so that His 
works may be manifest in a greater 
way among us. We must get to the 
place in Him, that through us He may 
show forth His great works, His mercy 
and love toward mankind. It will mean 
the salvation of souls, healing of suf- 
fering bodies, Christians edified, and 
great praise and glory given to the 
name of the Lord. 
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After consulting the book compiled 
by Mr. Webster and his associates, I 
learned that an ambassador means an 
accredited representative of a sover- 
eign or state at the court of another; 
a representative or agent of another 
charged with a special mission. 

Text: Matthew 5:16, “Let your light 
so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.” 

Current topics of the day will prove 
to us just how heated a discussion can 
become over the appointment of a 
political ambassador. As soon as the 
name of the individual is made known 
to the public, the forces of opposition 
set up machinery with which to dis- 
credit his character. I have no desire 
at this point to discuss political issues, 
but to place special emphasis on the 
fact that the children of God have im- 
portant missions to perform in the 
present world. If we remain true to the 
cause of Christ, we shall be permitted 
to gather around that supreme peace 
table, with no one to contest our posi- 
tion, because that famous choir will 
echo down the halls of time, “Re- 
deemed, redeemed, by the blood of the 
Lamb.” An important factor in the 
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life of the potential servant of God 
is to give serious consideration to the 
following verse of scripture. 

Ecclesiastes 12:1, “Remember now 
thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not, nor the 
years draw nigh, when thou shalt say, 
I have no pleasure in them.” 

My second subdivision will deal with 
where we are to serve God. The story 
is told of two coal dealers talking aft- 
er one had been converted. The second 
asked that since he had become con- 
verted who would weigh the coal. The 
obvious reply to such a question is that 
if a man cannot praise the God of the 
universe for His many blessings while 
the needle of the scales goes to the 
proper point indicating the right 
weight, the man must have the cour- 
age to find another position. Matthew 
16:26, “For what is a man profited, if 
he shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul? or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his soul?” 

The third division dealing with the 
subject is, “To what degree should we 
be servants of God?” After hearing a 
sermon on the second coming of 
Christ, good Queen Elizabeth was 
quoted as saying, “If Jesus were alive 


today, I would place my crown at His 
feet.” No doubt the queen meant well 
when she made this statement, but 
she failed to realize then, as many do 
now, that we have the privilege of re- 
peating those famous words recorded 
in Acts 3:6, “Then Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as I 
have give I thee: In the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk.” 

In order to make my position clear 
to the reader, I add the following lines. 
It has never been my good fortune to 
have the strength of Samson, or the 
wisdom of Solomon, For years I have 
lived as a blind person and every field 
of endeavor has had its share of diffi- 
culties. The last school I attended was 
our church school located at Sevier- 
ville, Tennessee. This school, in the 
strictest sense of the word, is a great 
institution, worthy of our support. For 
the maximum utilization of ‘resources 
at our disposal, I beg the indigent 
poor, sick, and discouraged to consider 
the following scripture. Ecclesiastes 9: 
10, “Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do it with thy might; for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest.”

1—IS A PLACE OF PUNISHMENT 
REASONABLE AND JUST? 
Human government and discipline 
reveals the justice of a place of pun- 
ishment. Instead of asking the ques- 
tion, “Is a place of punishment rea- 
sonable and just?” we could ask, “Is it 
right and just to have a jail or a 
penitentiary?” Men must be governed

or they will kill, rob, and destroy 
the human race. Therefore, the fed- 
eral government, state government, 
county or parish, and city government 
all “reason” that it is right and just 
to punish criminals, so we have scat- 
tered over these United States of ours 
thousands of prisons, such as federal 
penitentiaries, state prisons, work 
farms, county jails, and small town or 
city jails, all PREPARED and built for 
the same purpose—to punish and 
make criminals suffer for sins or 
trespasses against human laws. Now, 
if men can have laws and punish one 
another for trespassing them, why 
limit the God of all creation and de- 
stroy His right to do the same? God 
did not build or PREPARE the prison 
house of HELL to punish human be- 
ings, but we are told in Matthew’s 
Gospel that “hell was PREPARED for 
the devil and his angels.” However, 
since man sided with the devil and 
began to worship him and his devices, 
and went against every known law of 
God Almighty, God sentenced man to 
serve time and to be punished in this 
prison of hell. Dr. De Vries, in speak- 
ing of hell, says, “What an unbeliev- 
able abuse of reason.” Why excuse 
ourselves and try to do away with hell 
simply because we don’t want to go 
there? Would it not be just as reason- 
able to excuse all criminals and do 
away with places of punishment, like 
jails and penitentiaries? 


Let us consider the laws of nature. 
If we unnecessarily expose our frail 
bodies to cruel and harsh treatment, 
we shall suffer the consequences. The 
man who gets drunk and lies around 
on the cold, wet ground will suffer 
sickness. He is punished because he 





disregards the laws of nature. His 
good common sense and reason tells 
him he will suffer, but he overruns 
the advice of reason and gets pun- 
ished. I tell you, it is no abuse of rea- 
son to have a place of punishment, 
because even NATURE teaches the 
justice of it. Did not Paul say, in 1 
Cor. 11:14, “Doth not even NATURE 
itself TEACH YOU?” I believe I can 
prove in this sermon that NATURE 
teaches the doctrine of hell. Yes, 
indeed, God is justified in PRE- 
PARING a HELL to punish a disobe- 
dient creation, as much so as you 
are in punishing your own children, or 
criminals by sentencing them to 
prison for life. Hear what the Psalmist 
David had to say about the things of 
nature. Psa. 148:8, “Fire, and hail; 
snow, and vapours; stormy wind ful- 
filling his word.” 


2—HELL PROVED BY NATURE 

The Bible speaks of “a lake of fire.” 
The Bible also speaks of hell being 
downward and, in Revelation, we are 
told that the bottomless pit is inside 
the earth. Now, searching in nature, 
do we find anything today that would 
give us consistent reasoning as to the 
Bible idea of hell? I think we do. Paul 
said, “Doth not even nature itself 
TEACH you?” 

In the university textbook, “The 
World of Science,” written by F. Sher- 
wood Taylor, Ph.D., B. Sc., he gives us 
a bit of interesting information about 
some of the world’s greatest craters or 
natural lakes of fire. If it is possible to 
have lakes of fire today on this earth, 
especially when we know their source 
of burning is coming from inside this 
earth, then that helps us to see that 
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ness and in money!”’—Dr. T. De Vries. 


God Almighty knows what He is talk- 
ing about in the Bible when He speaks 
of a lake of fire, and that there is a 
place of torment inside this earth. 
These natural lakes of fire are caused 
by volcanos exploding and creating 
tremendous fire lakes. These men of 
science tell us that the inside of this 
earth is nothing more than a molten 
mass of liquid fire, and that this 
burning has been going on continu- 
ously for many, many centuries. 

To give you a vivid picture, let us 
use the exact words of an eyewitness 
to the volcanic crater of Kilauea in 
Hawaii. He says, “The great cauldron, 
over one-half mile in diameter, is 
ringed with vertical cliffs of black 
basalt. Some hundred feet or so below 
me the molten basalt churned and 
boiled. At one time I counted over 
twenty ‘fire-fountains’ caused by the 
explosive force of the issuing gases... 
which hurled up pillars of molten rock 
to a height of a hundred feet or more. 
While I watched (three hours), the 
whole vast surface of the molten lake 
steadily fell—being some forty or fifty 
feet lower at the end of my vigil than 
it had been at the beginning. And all 
the time the seething movements of 
its surface, and the leaping of its fire- 
fountains, were accompanied by an 
indescribable, dull, droning roar, 
which I can liken to nothing else that 
I have ever heard.” 

Hell is spoken of as enlarging itself, 
and could not this be explained by the 
eruptions, etc.? I do not say this is the 
cause, but am only suggesting the 
question for your debate, pointing you 
to the scripture, “Doth not even NA- 
TURE itself teach you?” The possibil- 
ity of a burning lake of fire is here 
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proven. Certainly, all questions as to 
the duration of hell should be erased. 
We cannot see hell, but Romans 1:20- 
22 warns us that “the invisible things 
of him from the creation of the world 
are clearly seen, being understood by 
the things that are made... so that 
they are without excuse: because 
that, when they knew God, they glori- 
fied him not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened. Professing themselves 
to be wise, they became fools.” Do not 
be foolish, Mr. No-Hell-ite. Even NA- 
TURE argues against your theory. 


3—THE SUN’S HEAT AND HELL 

The sun, the center of our solar 
system, is a small star. Its diameter is 
864,000 miles, which is 109 times the 
diameter of the earth. 

The sun is probably so hot that it 
is all liquid or gas. The outside is re- 
vealed to us as aseaof scorching 
flame, far hotter than any furnace. 

In a total eclipse, when the moon 
blots out the actual surface of the sun, 
there stand out fiery red tongues of 
flame, sometimes as much as half a 
million miles high and streaming up 
at three hundred miles a second. 

The energy radiated by the sun is 
enormous. Every square inch emits 
enough energy to run a fifty horse- 
power engine continuously. The whole 
sun throws off into space energy at 
the rate of 50,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000 h.p., of which our earth succeeds 
in capturing 250,000,000,000,000. If we 
could utilize the sunshine which falls 
on the Sahara alone, the world would 
need no other source of power. 

It is hard for our finite minds to 
comprehend a temperature of 20,000,- 
000 C., but science has calculated 
this figure for the sun’s center; our 
highest earthly temperature has 
reached 4,000 C. Now science cannot 
explain from where all this lavish 
flood of energy comes. However, the 
particular point of interest to me is 
the astonishing fact that this burn- 
ing, flaming, raging fire has been 
going for hundreds of thousands of 
years, and continues forever and eter- 
nally to collect material on which to 
burn. It must of necessity be a proven 
fact that the sun’s source of energy 
is supplied by its own burning through 
some process of changing the atoms. 
Anyway, however complicated this in- 
teresting fact is, it has given to us 
one of our strongest points of proof 
for the possibility of a hell of ever- 
lasting fire, eternal fire, and furnace 


of fire. Thus, you see how absurd it 
is to say that the possibility of an 
everlasting fire is impossible. Could 
it not be possible that hell’s source 
of energy will be supplied in like man- 
ner as that of the sun? I say that 
it is possible, and that it is REASON- 
ABLE. Yet, Dr. De Vries and thou- 
sands of other no-hell-ites claim this 
is an “abuse of reason.” The truth 
of the fact of the duration of hell- 
fire is well proven in the example 
of the sun’s heat and burning con- 
tinually without cooling or getting 
hotter, either. There is certainly no 
conflict between the statements of 
the Bible and true science. “Come 
now, and let us REASON together, 
saith the Lord.” My friend, it is either 
REPENT or PERISH. I warn you to- 
day of an “everlasting lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone,” and 
“WHERE THERE IS WEEPING AND

race, has set forth, from time to 
time, EXAMPLES of His displeasure 
of sin, and of its cancerous effect up- 
on the lives of individuals. The record 
reveals EXAMPLES of nations such 
as Egypt; of cities such as Sodom and 
Gomorrah; of individuals such as 
Judas, Pharaoh, Ananias, and Sap- 
phira. The Bible gives one outstanding 
example after another. Perhaps, you 
can recall many EXAMPLES of horri- 
ble deaths and happenings within 
your-own community. God, knowing 
the hearts and ways of certain peo- 
ple, uses them for EXAMPLES or lets 
them serve as EXAMPLES to warn 
others against sin, and to keep peo- 
ple out of hell. In Proverbs the third 
chapter, we are told that God turns 
some over to “eat of the fruit of their 
own ways, and to be filled with their 
own devices.”

The children began to be un- 
easy. A little later we came into con- 
tact with a schoolteacher, who was 
very kind to us in helping us look for a 
house, but we failed. We met another 
kind lady who directed us to another 
house, but there was no key with 
which to enter. One kind soul offered 
her quarters, but only half of our fur- 
niture would go in her small rooms. 
We didn’t know what to do. The Lord 
came to our rescue. We came into con- 
tact with a nurse from the Sanitary 
Department, who had a house but was 
expecting some people from Panama 
to rent it. She stated that if they did 
not come, the house would be ours. 
We asked her if she could send a tele- 
gram very soon and let us know when 
the house was to be occupied, also if 
we might put our furniture there un- 
til she heard. She said we could put 
our furniture in. I said, “Lord, if the 
furniture gets in there, it will never 
come out. Amen.” In the meantime 
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our furniture had arrived and it was 
already night. 

We hurried to the house and met 
the nurse and the doctor, also from 
the Sanitary Department. “You are 
walking in luck,” said the nurse. “The 
house is yours. I just received a mes- 
sage from Panama stating I could rent 
the house.”

THIS IS HOW YOU CAN HELP 

We have been receiving many in- 
quiries as to how one may send pack- 
ages to stricken peoples in Europe. We 
are happy to tell you how you can 
help. A nonprofit organization called 
CARE (Cooperative for American Re- 
mittances to Europe) makes it pos- 
sible to send boxes of food, clothing, 
and blankets, to the peoples of Europe. 
There are three types of boxes that 
may be sent. 

The CARE woolen package contains 
3% yards of all-wool 56 to 58 inch ma- 
terial (enough to make a suit or coat 
for an adult, or 2 suits for children), 
with linings, thread, buttons, needles, 
and thimble. 

The CARE food package includes 
braised beef, liver loaf, corned beef, 
shortening, sugar, dried apricots and 
prunes, flour, coffee, chocolate, dry 
whole milk powder, dry egg powder, 


yeast, and soap—21.37 pounds of fresh- 
ly packed food, a total of 40,963 cal- 
ories. 

The CARE blanket package consists 
of two all-virgin wool blankets, 1 pair 
each soles and heels for men’s and 
women’s shoes, also scissors, pins, 
needles, thread and darning cotton, 
thimble and comb. 

The price of CARE packages is $10 
each, delivery guaranteed, free of duty, 
tax and ration regulations. 

Herbert Hoover, who recently re- 
turned from Europe, expressed his 
views concerning CARE’s work thus: 
“ ... I have had the opportunity to 
see its operation on the ground. The 
service is the only sure and efficient 
way of sending packages to friends 
and relatives in Europe. The great vol- 
ume of over 100,000 packages a month 
to Germany, and over 30,000 a month 
to Austria, is an important contribu- 
tion to their food supply. These pack- 
ages have contained enough food to 
supplement the government ration of 
a family of five up to an endurable 
level for over three weeks. Anyone who 
wishes to serve friends, relatives or in- 
stitutions in the countries served by 
CARE, now has a sure and certain way. 
In fact, there is no other way where 
there is real certainty that such pack- 
ages will reach their destination.” 

If you are interested in sending some 
of these packages to our missionaries 
or workers in Germany, Greece, or Ru- 
mania, you may send $10 for each box, 
and the name of the country or the 
person to which you wish the pack- 
age to be sent. We are sure that these 
hunger-stricken peoples would appre- 
ciate your kindness. As Christians, we 
must do our part, though small, in 
helping to relieve the suffering of our 
fellow men, Please send all corre- 
spondence concerning CARE packages 
to the Foreign Missions Department.

ing will cost approximately $15,000, 
making an addition of eleven rooms 
to our Sunday School plant.

against the Word of the Lord, as giv- 
en him by God’s messengers, brought 
down upon his own head and upon 
his own nation the WRATH of God. 
God set Pharaoh and Egypt forth as 
EXAMPLES to warn the generations 
to come of the real danger of rebel- 
ling against God’s message, and the 

wrong treatment of God’s people. 

Let us search the Scripture and see 
what caused God’s great anger to be 
kindled against the wicked cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. First, we are 
told in Gen. 18:20, 21, “And the Lord 
said, BECAUSE the cry of Sodom and 
Gomorrah is great, and BECAUSE 
their SIN is very grievous; I will go 
down now, and see...” Again, in 
Luke’s record, we are warned that 
this great EXAMPLE is a last-day 
EXAMPLE, and may be repeated as 
a type of the Lord Jesus’ destruction 
on this wicked world when He comes. 
Luke .17:28,..29, “Likewise also as it 
was in the days of Lot; they did eat, 
they drank, they bought, they sold, 
they planted, they builded: but the 
SAME DAY that Lot went out of 
Sodom it rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed them all.” 
God, my friend, hear me, visited 
Sodom and Gomorrah while life was 
going on normally and while the sun 
was yet shining.

We are told by Jude that, “Even as 
Sodom and Gomorraha, and the cities 
about them in like manner, giving 
themselves to fornication, and go- 
ing after strange flesh, are SET 
FORTH FOR AN EXAMPLE, suffer- 
ing the vengeance of ETERNAL 
FIRE.” Yes, take it from Jude that 
that rain of fire and brimstone never 
stopped burning their wicked souls. 
Tonight, the inhabitants of those 
cities are stiil suffering, ,for Jude 
said it was “ETERNAL FIRE.” That 
simply means that God let them sink 
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into the lower abyss of hell because 
of their sin. Some think these cities 
are buried in the bottom of the Dead 
Sea, and it could be true of their 
material substance, but their souls 
are in the bottom of hell. I would 
that you could hear their cry and 
the “gnashing of their teeth” now.

John 
Doe goes wandering on, wading the 
brimstone and burning, in hopes of 
quenching his raging thirst, only to 
find that he has been the victim of 
a Lying spirited being. No doubt, in 
hell deceivers will deceive and be de- 
ceived. Liars will lie and keep lying. 
The filthy will be filthy still. Hitler will 
be there, with all his army of murder- 
ers. Tojo will be there. The drunkard 
will be there. If you go to hell, you 
will keep company with this hated 
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class for an eternity. Yes, eternal 
death, sickness, and sorrow will be 
your lot. The fearful feelings and ex- 
periences we have had in this life 
will be nothing compared to hell’s 
horrors and fears. 


6—REPENT OR PERISH 

There are many theologians split- 
ting hairs over the question as to 
what it is going to take to make the 
rapture. I do not propose to answer 
this debatable question to the satis- 
faction of everyone, but this one thing 
I know, that REPENTANCE will keep 
a soul out of hell, and I believe any- 
thing that enables a man to escape 
hell will qualify him for heaven. At 
least, in the case of the rich man 
who went to hell, and is still there 
suffering, his sorrowing prayer re- 
veals this fact. Hear the words of his 
prayer in Luke 16:17-30, “. . .I pray 

. . send him to my father’s house: 
for I have five brethren; that he may 
testify unto them, lest they also come 
into this place of torment. . . .Nay, 
father Abraham; but if one went un- 
to them from the dead, THEY WILL 
REPENT.” Yes, indeed, it is either 
REPENT or PERISH. 2 Peter 3:9, “The 
Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slack- 
ness; but is longsuffering to usward, 
not willing that any should PERISH, 
but that all should come to REPENT- 
ANCE.” 

Suppose, lost sinner, you should die 
tonight! Where do you suppose your 
soul would go immediately? I say, to 
a place of torment. Perhaps to the 
same place the rich man went and 
where he has been suffering all these 
years. Tonight, it is possible for you 
to wake up in hell, screaming, gnash- 
ing your teeth for pain, praying, cry- 
ing, and pleading for relief. At last, 
death, hell, the sea, and graves will 
all give up their dead which are in 
them, and together will be cast into 
the “lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone.” You can escape hell and 
make heaven. 2 Cor. 7:10, “For godly 
sorrow worketh REPENTANCE to sal- 
vation not to be repented of: but the 
sorrow of the world worketh death.” 
Indeed, if you have a GODLY SOR- 
ROW for sins committed, this sorrow 
will lead you to real salvation in 
Christ Jesus. 1 John 1:9, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” Sinner, 
can you answer the question asked 
in that wonderful old altar song, 
“WHY NOT TONIGHT?” WHY? WHY?

The truthful prophet is not always 
loved. Ahab said, “I hate Micaiah. He 
never says anything about me.” In 
other words, “He won’t lie for me.” 
But I see Zedekiah make himself some 
long iron horns and put on a great 
demonstration of how Ahab was go- 
ing to push down Syria, and all the 
lying prophets agreed and tried to 
persuade Micaiah to join with them, 
but Micaiah said, “What the Lord saith 
unto me (which is always the truth) 
that will I speak.” NOW PREACHERS, 
LET’S CONFESS UP A _ LITTLE. 
Haven’t we put on a great demon- 
stration over things when we were 
not certain it was truth? It is better 
to have truth without demonstration, 
than demonstration without truth. 
Zedekiah’s demonstration failed, but 
Micaiah’s truth prevailed. Read all of 
1 Kings 22. Charity will stop your 
ears from itching for flattery, fables 
and entertainment, and make your 
heart hunger and thirst for the truth. 
In closing, let me ask this question. 
Do you despise the truth for the same 
reason a fat woman despises the 
scales? or vice versa?
